The very best basis upon which to build for the future is upon a 
well founded appraisal of the present, the immediate past, and the 
net meanings of each. 

A good estimate of the accomplishments and conditions of our 
schools in California during 1936 is certain to be found in what is 
obvious that others must see in us. It is much my belief that-Spinoza, 
when he suggested that other people’s idea of a man is apt to be a 
better expression of their nature than of his, gave us a good basis 
for our study of the year’s progress in our schools. Likewise, even 
more true, will a review of what the public must think about us reveal 
what the public expects of us. What is the public thinking of us and 
what is revealed in that thought? | 


First, The public is thinking. Never before in American life has 
the public, in the face of tremendous propaganda, unlimited high pres- 
sure, and ever present, ready-made opinion, exercised and expressed 
finer discriminative intelligence in important matters than during 
1936. There is only one reason why this is so; that reason is educa- 
tion. True, not all of it school education, probably, but a small part, 
in some instances, is school education. Yet, true it is that 1936 reveals 
the prevalence of conclusions based upon study, facts, information, 
discussion, discriminatory judgment, and real thinking. Education 
checks on this at once in California. Our public does, and expresses 
what we believe our schools should help it do and what we are aiming 
that our schools will do. 


Second, The social habits, the life interests, the intellectual pur- 
suits of the American people are notably of a higher level than ever 
before we have known in American living, even during the height of 
prosperity. The American public is conscious of a homogeneity, an 
interdependency, a democracy of attainable opportunity more and more 
prevalent and all not destroying the American way of individual ini- 
tiative, constructive competition, and personal responsibility. We in 
our schools have taught that we must develop in our democracy the 
sense of a unified society. We have taught not to destroy the absolute 
need for individual responsibility and the unfailing requirement of 
the individual that he cannot without effort, struggle, exertion, and 
determination be economically or socially self-sufficient. These, we 
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believe, are objectives, outcomes, and purposes of good education. We 
are delighted they are expected of us; we are happy to know we shall 
have support as they are upheld by us. 


Third, Civic pride, community interest, environment-influence- 
consciousness, all have brought about an improvement in the safety, 
appearance, beauty, and usefulness of school plants and grounds during 
the year 1936, the like of which no previous decade of years has real- 
ized. Not the least valuable of all that schools do for children and 
adults is the public property appreciation and value consciousness 
which comes from education in the atmosphere of the school and its 
personalities and conditions. Their proper use and appreciation have 
significant civic import. 

Fourth, The moral values of good recreation, cultural community 
life conditions, honest public service, are recognized throughout our 
state. It seems that as of one mind the people sense that as is sports- 
manship in our schools, so it will be in life; as is conduct, morality, 
culture in our schools so it will be in our state; as is integrity, economy, 
effectiveness found in our school administration, so it will eventually be 
found in all civic affairs. A lot to expect of our schools! Where much 
is expected, much is given. 


Fifth, Deep meanings tug at the interests of our California people. 
The meanings of spiritual communion possibly stimulated by our cos- 
mopolitan population, prospectively resultant from fine and varied 
churches, probably encouraged by the magnificence of nature and its 
scenery and our life at close range with nature, direct deeply our 
habits of living, all to the good. Probably fine home-loving life and 
living are most potent in encouraging respect for and joy in the spir- 
itual meanings in life. 

Sixth, Economic progress, well-being, and concern are now thought 
of in terms of earning, of abilities, of opportunities rather than in terms 
of confiscation, the destruction of the American system of private prop- 
erty on the translation of foreign experimentalism upon our distinctly 
and developed ‘‘ American type.’’ We can be truly, happily, success- 
fully at work in California, and education can help show and put us 
on the way. 

Seventh, California now knows that democracy is not alone from 
majorities, from doctrines, pronouncements, documents, or elections; 
American democracy is more from education, the like we have in our 
good California schools, than from any other source or combination 
of sources. The schools must and do, safely, sanely, and surely, deter- 
mine the course of the educative influences for democracy, be they 
individual, institutional, or casual. 
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Eighth, Our teachers are accepted as great personalities; they are 
trained and skilled; they are effective citizens and civie leaders; they 
are responsive to constructive leadership; they are fired with devo- 
tional zeal to childhood. No greater asset can a democracy have, no 
greater security for the continuance and improvement of a society, no 
group more ready to cooperate, no people more needing the coopera- 
tion of citizens. 


Ninth, Great and good are constructive groups in our state. Much 
closer to the schools are some than others. The fathers and mothers 
in the Parent-Teachers Association, the American Legion, labor, service 
clubs, women’s organizations, many more—educational, educative, all, 
they interpret to the school, to society, they show the way for other 
bodies in our society to follow. These think well of us, we of them, 
and together we are the appraisers of the problems of the society 
that is, as the approach to the society that ought to be. 
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State Sales Tax Returns and State General 
Fund Apportionments for Elementary 
Schools and High Schools

Considerable interest has been manifested by school officials and by 
various groups throughout the state in the state sales tax both as a 
general state revenue measure and as a major source of the state school 
support which is derived from the State General Fund. Recent pro- 
posals for the repeal of the state sales tax, culminating in the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment which coupled the repeal of the state 
sales tax with a general single tax proposal, have thus far proven 
abortive. Despite the ruling of the Supreme Court? holding the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment repealing the state sales tax to be 
ineffective, it is probable that further attempts will be made to repeal 
this portion of the state tax plan. For this reason it is still imperative 
that school officials and others interested in the maintenance of this 
tax be informed concerning the operation of the present state sales tax. 

In this statement a summary is presented in Table No. 1 showing 
the total yield of the state sales tax during the fiscal years 1933-34, 
1934-35, and 1935-36 as compared with the additional state support 
given to the counties and school districts for elementary and secondary 
schools as a part of the Riley-Stewart tax plan which involved the 
enactment of the state sales tax and the transfer to the state of the 
county elementary and high school taxes previously required by the 
state constitution. In Table No. 1 also is given the percentage which 
the additional State General Fund apportionments required for ele- 
mentary and high schools under the Riley-Stewart tax plan was of the 
total net receipts of elementary and high school districts for each of 
the three fiscal years, as well as the percentage of the total revenues 
of the State General Fund which was derived from the state sales 
tax during each of these years. 

From the table it will be noted that while the state sales tax can- 
not justifiably be considered solely as a source of public school 
revenues nor as a specifically public schools tax, nevertheless it does 
constitute a major source of revenue for the state general fund from 
which a major portion of the public school support is derived.

Comparison of Sales Tax Returns With Additional 
State School Support, by Counties 


Considerable interest has been expressed by school people with 
respect to the comparative amounts contributed by individual counties 
to the state under the sales tax and the additional amounts received 
by the counties from the State General Fund in lieu of previously 
required county school taxes. The data contained in Table No. 1 
indicate that for the state as a whole the gross yield of the state sales 
tax exceeds by very considerable percentages the additional amounts 
of state support given to elementary and high schools under the 
Riley-Stewart tax plan during each of the complete fiscal years during 
which this plan has been in operation. In Table No. 2 data are given 
for each of these fiscal years showing the number of individual coun- 
ties in which sales tax collections exceeded or were less than the 
additional State General Fund apportionments for elementary and 
high schools. 

From Table No. 2 it is apparent that while during the first year 
in which the sales tax was levied only a comparatively few of the coun- 
ties actually paid more into the State General Fund through the state 
sales tax than they received in the form of additional school support, 
the situation was almost reversed during the succeeding two years. At 
the present time three-fourths of the counties are actually paying more 
in the form of state sales taxes than they are receiving for school sup- 
port under the Riley-Stewart enactment. 

Information is given in detail in Table No. 3 for each county in 
the state showing the actual gross returns from the state sales tax 
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and the amount received from the State General Fund in the form of 
apportionments in lieu of previous county school taxes.

In Table No. 4 detailed data are given for each county showing 
the percentage which the additional apportionments received from 
the State General Fund under the Riley-Stewart plan was of the total 
net receipts of elementary and high school districts during 1935-36. 

It is particularly significant to note from the data in Table No. 4 
that the State General Fund apportionments made in lieu of formerly 
required county school taxes constitute an important source of rev- 
enues in every county. Elimination of the state sales tax, without 
adequate guarantee of continuing revenues from some other source, 
might seriously jeopardize the public schools throughout the state. 

The importance of the sales tax as a source of State General Fund 
revenue is therefore of serious consequence to the total program of 
publie elementary and high school support, and a matter of general 
concern to all school administrators, teachers, and school patrons. The 
extent to which the State General Fund contributes to the support of 
schools in a particular county should in a measure be indicative of the 
extent to which those in that particular county should be concerned 
with respect to possible repeal of the state sales tax. 

All of the data presented with respect to the state sales tax repre- 
sent gross returns derived under the state retail sales tax act* and the 
state use tax act.2 By gross returns is meant the total amount actually 
paid to the State Board of Equalization to be deposited in the state 
treasury to the credit of the retail sales tax fund. Such gross receipts 
for any fiscal year represent the total payments on account of the fiscal 
year during which the tax was levied, although payment to the retail 
sales tax fund may not have been completed until some time during 
the succeeding fiscal year. The definition has been employed since the 
entire amount of the proceeds of the tax levied for any fiscal year 
is considered as available for expenditure on account of the obligations

may not actually have been paid until after the close of the fiscal year. 
The gross receipts from the state sales tax in each year is considerably 
greater than the amount actually paid into the State General Fund, 
partially due to accounting procedure and partially due to the fact 
that expenses of administration of the retail sales tax acts and neces- 
sary refunds and repayments of taxes erronedusly collected are 
deducted prior to depositing the proceeds of the tax in the State Gen- 
eral Fund. 

It should be noted also that the amounts reported as collections 
or payments under the retail sales tax acts for the several counties do 
not actually represent a tax on the amount of business done within 
each of the counties. This is true because of the fact that the sales 
tax payments are made and reported for the county in which the several 
firms paying the tax maintained their business offices. In many cases 
such firms conduct a state wide or regional business, and the taxes 
paid by such firms in a particular county actually represent a pay- 
ment on account of sales made in many counties. This fact should be 
taken into consideration in making comparisons between sales tax pay- 
ments and State General Fund apportionments for schools from indi- 
vidual counties. 


Employment Status of California State 
College Graduates 
J. A. Burxman, State College Adviser 


During the fiscal year 1934-35 a total of 1350 graduates secured 
credentials through the California State Colleges. Of this number 
962, or 71.3 per cent, had been employed in educational positions prior 
to the close of the sixth week of the 1936 fall sessions of the colleges. 
An additional 97 of these graduates were occupied as housewives. Add- 
ing the housewives to those employed in educational positions, the total 
accounted for is 1059, or 78.4 per cent, of the graduates. Of those not 
thus accounted for 69, or 5.1 per cent, were applicants for teaching 
positions at the close of the sixth week of the 1936 fall term. 

The corresponding information for the individual colleges is shown 
in the following tabulation:

These facts may be summarized by stating that within a year and 
a half after graduation 71.3 per cent of the state college credential 
graduates of 1934-35 have been employed in educational positions. Of 
those not so employed 7.1 per cent were occupied as housewives, thus 
accounting for 78.4 per cent. Of the remainder, 5.1 per cent were on 
the fall census date applicants for teaching positions and 16.5 per cent 
had found employment in fields other than education. 

During the last fiscal year, 1935-36, a total of 1243 state college 
students were graduated with teaching credentials. By the close of

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the sixth week of the fall term immediately following, 869, or 69.9 per 
cent, of these students had been employed in educational positions. In 
addition, 63 were continuing as full time students and 72 were occupied 
as housewives. This accounts for a total of 941, or 75.7 per cent, of the 
1243 graduates. Of the individuals not thus accounted for, 114, or 9.2 
per cent, were active applicants for teaching positions and the remain- 
ing 188 had found employment in other fields.

The facts relating to the 1935-36 credential graduates may be 
summarized as follows. Of the 1243 graduates of the seven state 
colleges, 869, or 69.9 per cent, had been employed in educational posi- 
tions by the close of the sixth week of the 1936 fall terms of the colleges, 
and of the remainder, 63 were continuing as full time students and 72 
were occupied as housewives, thus accounting for 75.7 per cent.

BOATS AND BOATING EQUIPMENT AVAILABLE TO SCHOOLS 
FOR INSTRUCTIONAL PURPOSES , 


Under the provisions of federal law (Public No. 455, passed by 
the 74th Congress) it is now possible for properly accredited schools 
to secure boats and boating equipment, obsolete for government use, to 
be used for instructional purposes. 

Schools desiring to secure such equipment must contact the Navy 
Yards and other naval bases, through qualified representatives, for 
information concerning equipment available for transfer. In accord- 
ance with an agreement between the United States Navy Department 
and the State Department of Education formal requests for the transfer 
of this obsolete government equipment to schools must be approved by 
the Bureau of Trade and Industrial Education.

Appellate Court Decisions 


Effect of Failure of County Superintendent to Make Recommendation on 
District Change of Boundaries 


That portion of School Code section 2.102 which requires that a 
petition for a change of boundaries of a school district presented to a 
county superintendent of schools be filed by him with the county board 
of supervisors ‘‘accompanied by his recommendations thereon’’ is 
directory and not mandatory, and neglect of the county superintendent 
of schools to make any recommendation does not bar the board 
of supervisors from making an order changing the boundaries of the 
district. (Crane et al. v. Board of Supervisors, County of Los Angeles, 
et al., 87 C. A. D. 409, _-. Pae. (2d) ~--.) 


Judicial Review of Action of Board of Supervisors on Petition for 
Change of School District Boundaries 


A county board of supervisors in hearing and determining a peti- 
tion for the change of boundaries of a school district under the pro- 
visions of School Code sections 2.100—2.102 ; 2.150—2.155 acts in a judi- 
cial capacity and its action is therefore subject to review by the superior 
court through a writ of review under section 1068 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure. 


An individual taxpayer or the governing board of a school district 
affected by an order made by a county board of supervisors changing 
the boundaries of the district is a proper party to the petition for a 
writ of certiorari. 

The action of the board of supervisors in refusing to grant a con- 
tinuance of the hearing on the petition for a change of boundaries or to 
hear interested persons can not be reached through a writ of cer- 
tiorari. (Crane et al. v. Board of Supervisors, County of Los Angeles 
et al., 87 C. A. D. 409, _-- Pac. (2d) ---.)

REVIEWS 


James M. McCallister. Remedial and Corrective Instruction in Reading. New 

York: D. Appleton-Century Company, 1936. 

Progressive schools are recognizing the fact that to develop effective reading 
skills, instruction in reading must be continued beyond the elementary school. 
Three types of instruction are needed in the junior and senior high school: (1) 
remedial instruction for pupils seriously retarded in reading, (2) group instruction 
for pupils slightly retarded, and (3) training for pupils who encounter difficulty 
in reading content subjects. 

The book consists of four parts. In Part I, Introduction, the types of reading 
disability in the upper grades and high school and the nature of the reading process 
are discussed briefly. 


Part II, Diagnosis and Treatment of Deficiencies of Retarded Readers, pre- 
sents methods of surveying reading achievement of pupils, of diagnosing deficiencies 
of individual pupils, and of applying corrective measures. The list of remedial and 
corrective measures should provide valuable guidance for teachers of children 
retarded in reading. A number of illustrative case studies describe the application 
of the suggested techniques to actual problems of reading difficulty. 

One question which always arises in relation to the problem of providing 
remedial instruction is whether it shall be given as a separate subject or shall be 
incorporated as a part of the English curriculum. Although in the experimenta- 
tion on which this book is based a separate class for retarded readers was provided, 
the author believes that effective corrective work may be accomplished as a part of 
the English curriculum. ‘Typical units designed to stimulate pupils to establish 
habits of voluntary reading, to improve interpretation, to increase rate of reading, 
to improve recognition and expression, and to guide pupils in the use of books, give 
specific suggestions for such a program. 


Part III, Guiding Reading Activities in the Study of Content Subjects, 
emphasizes the importance of every teacher being a teacher of reading. Pupils 
encounter difficulties in handling the numerous and varied types of reading pre- 
sented in social studies, mathematics, and science. Both good and poor readers 
benefit by instruction designed to increase the effectiveness of their study activities 
in the specific fields. Techniques of group guidance, of individual guidance, and 
guiding reading activities through special assignments are presented by means of 
illustrations drawn from the content field. 

An effective program of remedial and corrective instruction in reading depends 
upon the recognition of its need on the part of the administrative authorities of 
the seventh and eighth grades, the junior or senior high school. It is the admin- 
istrator ‘who provides a place for the work in the school program and in the 
curricula of the school. Part IV, Administering a Reading Program, appropriately 
treats of this need. This book fills a real need in professional literature and should 
have the thoughtful consideration of all teachers of children with reading difficulties. 
The greatest usefulness for the excellent material it contains will probably result 
if elementary and secondary school principals review it with teachers. It would 
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be an appropriate subject for discussion not only with teachers of English but 
as a basis for the improvement of instructional procedures in social studies, science, 


and mathematics.

School Management. New York: Newson & Company, 1936. Pp. 384. 

The teacher in training or the beginning teacher will find in Personal Problems 
in School Management answers to problems related to the school plant, the school 
program, health, education, provisions for individual differences, school accounting, 
and school government. 

While the procedures recommended are consistent with the findings of modern 
educational philosophy and psychology, technical discussions are subordinated to 
the practical situations with which teachers are confronted. 

Supervisors of instruction in rural schools will find the material excellent 
to put into the hands of beginning teachers or teachers of limited professional 
training. Teachers of introductory courses in education will find the book helpful 
in orienting professional students to the problems of rural education. 

The high idealism expressed throughout makes the book stimulating even to 
experienced teachers whose faith in the efficacy of education may have faded under 
the exigencies of daily classroom responsibilities. The book presents a young woman 
being inducted into the teaching profession by means of numerous discussions with 
her uncle, who is the dean of the school of education in the college in which she 
is receiving her training. The informality of the style and the simplicity of presenta- 
tion guarantees the book a serviceable place in current professional literature.
